Claims 60, 61, 63-68, 70-72, 74-79, 1 13, and 1 14 are allowed in view of BPAI decision, 
paper 9/19/05. 



Claims 60, 61, 63-68, 70-72, 74-79, 1 13, and 1 14 are allowed because the recited 
combination of elements of an access port to be implanted comprising a body portion having upper 
and lower attachable body parts with a self-sealing septum between, forming a reservoir, a reservoir 
outlet, with an entry site on the body portion disposed opposite the outlet and configured to permit 
insertion of a guidewire or stylet through the body portion and into the outlet where the septum 
exterior forms a portion of the exterior surface of the device (claim 60) or with an entry site and 
access site configured to permit access to the reservoir where an outer surface of the septum 
forms a portion of the exterior of the surface of the device is not found nor fairly taught in the prior 
art of record. See BPAI decision, paper 9/19/05.
